ix-Lieut. Charles Becker, who is on 
trial for the second time in the Crim- 
inal Branch of the Supreme Court for 
the murder of Herman Rosenthal, dined 
in state yesterday in a room adjoining 
District Attorney Whitman's office and 
ate a dollar porterhouse steak with 
relish; Not since his arrest on Aug, 5, 
1912, had Becker dined under such 
pleasant conditions. His wife sat across 
the table from him and a Deputy 
Sheriff played the rdle of invited guest. 
It ‘was a real feast, and Becker had 
the freedom of a whole floor for four 
“hours. ‘The special arrangements were 
sanctioned by Mr. Whitman and Jus- 
tice- Samuel Seabury, the trial Judge. 

Before the close of another day, it is 
believed, the Becker trial will be under 
way with a full jury box. The ten 
jurors. remaining after the series of 
shake-ups were all reported as being in 
good health at the Murray Hill Hotel 
yesterday, and there were no intima- 
tions that there would be additional 
releases when court is reconvened at 
10:80 ‘o’clock this morning. Another 
special panel of 100 talesmen, making a 
total draft of 500, will be on hand, and 
District Attorney Whitman. hopes that 
the two vacant seats on the jury will 
be filled by noon, The afternoon, it is 
expected, will then be given up to the 
District Attorney’s opening address and 
to the establishing of the murder, which 
will require considerable technical evi- 
dence. The State will then be ready 
for the introduction of Jack Rose, the 
star witness. Rose’s’ story and his 
crposs-examination may take a day and 
@ half .or two days. 

To Try to Delay Trial. 


That there will be an attempt to de- 
lay the trial when court:is reconvened 
this morning has been,/forgshadowed. 
As told in yesterday's TIMES, Martin T. 
Manton, attorney for Becker, will move 
for a mistrial on the ground that the 
District Attorney’s opening address was 
printed’ prematurely in an edition of 
The Globe on Saturday afternoon, when 
the jury, box was not filled. Mr. Man- 
ton will contend; it is believed, that 
the publication of the District Attor- 
ney’s speech will influence the selection 
of the needed jurors. However, Jus- 
tice Seabury, it is thought, will not 
declare a mistrial on any such ground 
and will order that the trial proceed. 

If much argument is precipitated by 
Mr. Manton’s motion, it is more than 
likely that it will be’ put over until 5 
o'clock, when it will be fought out with- 
out the presence of the jury. Justice

By far the most important fact that 
* District Attorney Whitman will at- 
tempt to establish, it was learned yester- 
day, is that there was ‘such a thing as 
a “‘Harlem Conference,” at which the 
final plans for the murder of. Rosen- 
thal were laid. The proving that there 
was a conference and that Backer was 
the ringleader in it is most important. 
This was called “(the heart of the con- 
spiracy ”’ by the Coyrt of Appeals. That 
court reversed the Becker conviction, 
Bad not» on the ground that the State 
not proved that the meeting took 
lace. It ig alleged to have occurred 
a@ vacant lot at Seventh Avenue and 
124th Street.

A line .of 
shoals runs south of the island, mak- 
ing navigation dangerous.

Artillery Opening the-Way for a 
Final Assault by Gen. 
Gonzales’s Troops. 


FOREIGNERS ON WARSHIPS 


Notice of Bombardment Was Given 
by the Rebels—Our Consul 
Ordered to Seek Safety. 


«JUAREZ, Mexico, May 10.—The most 
desperately. fought battle of the present 
Mexican revolution is being fought to- 
night at Tampico, according to reports 
reaching Constitutionalist officers here. 
It is, reported some of the oil wells and 
tanks are burning and that a portion of 
the town is on fire. 

All Americans, it is said. here, have 
been taken aboard the United States 
warships, but other foreigners are scat- 
tered throughout the oil well district. 
It was this section of the battlefield 
that the United Sates Government sug- 
gested should be made a neutral zone. 
The Constitutionalist Generals refused 
to adopt this suggestion. 

“By the light of the blazing oil tanks, 
fired by stray. shots, the rebel artillery- 
men hurled shot after shot from twenty 
heavy field guns into the strongly en- 
trenched position held by Gen. Ignacio 
Morelos Zaragoza, the Federal comman- 
der, in the centre of the town, 
sweeping the breastworks with a hail of 
shrapnel! in an effort to epen the way 
for a dash by Gen. Pablo Gonzales’s in- 
fantry. 

For the first time in the fighting be- 
tween the men of Huerta and Carranza, 
the. Constitutionalists Were on equal 
terms with the Federals in the matter 
of artillery. The French field guns -cap- 
tured by Gen. Gonzales at Monterey and 
placed in position before Tampico have 
done tremendous execution, the French 
shrapnel bursting with the utmost pre- 
cision, in sharp contrast to the home- 
made shells used by Villa in his battles 
about Torreon. 

Seven thousand Constitutionalists un- 
der Gens. Pedro Gonzales and Luis Cab- 
allero are engaged. Gen. Jesus Carran- 
za. with his brigade, was thought to 
fori a part of the force attacking Tam- 
pico; but it was learned to-night it had 
been decided that he was needed in the 
campaign on. Saltillo, and the Car- 
ranza brigade was ‘sent back to Mon- 
terey. ‘ 


Mayo Tells of Preparations.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Admiral 
Mayo .to-day notified the Navy Depart- 
ment, through Admiral Badger, that 
the bombardment of Tampico was ex- 
pected to begin at» any time. While 
Placing in position the eight big guns 
which they have received from Monte- 
rey, the Constitutionalists were arrang- 
ing to care for all refugees who might 
wish to come into their lines under a 
guarantee of protection. 

Formal notification of the attack to 
be made on Tampico was given yester- 
day afternoon by Gen. Pablo Gonzales, 
the Commander in Chief of the Army of 
the Northeast, to Rear Admiral Mayo. 
Gen. Gonzales, who arrived yesterday 
with 2,000 infantrymen- and artillery- 
men and the eight big guns, bringing 
the total ‘attacking force to nearly 7,000 
Constitutionalists, will have charge of 
the assault upon the city. Until his 
arrival, Gen.. Luis Cabellero was in 
command of the Constitutional ‘forces. 
Gen. Gonzales takes command because 
he is the senior Constitutionalist officer 
present.

ROCKEPELLER’S FOES 
INVADE HIS CHURCH 


Bouck White and Ten of .His 
Associates Arrested After In- 
terrupting Calvary Service. 


FIGHT USHERS AND POLICE 


Followers: of Leader of Socialist 
Propaganda Carry Him from Night 
Court on Their Shoulders. 


Following a fight in the Calvary 
Baptist Church in West Fifty-seventh 
Street, which John D. Rockefeller and 
his son attend, Bouck White' and fifteen 
of his followers from the Church of the 
Social Revolution, were ejected at 11:40 
o’clock yesterday morning. 

White and ten of those who invaded 
the church with him were. arrested. 
They spent the afternoon in cells in the 
West Forty-seventh Street Police 
Station, and then they were taken. to 
the Night Court. One of the persons 
arrested was a woman who was charged 
with her husband with creating a dis- 
turbance in the church. Two of the 
men arrested fought with ushers who 
attempted to eject them, and both re- 
quired the services of an ambulance 
surgeon when they got, to the sidewalk. 
They wore bandages when they ap- 
peared in the Night Court, which 
covered bryised eyes. ¢ 

Mary R. Towle, a lawyer with an of- 
fice at 1 Broadway, appeared for White 
when he was arraigned in the Night 
Court. She asked that White and. all 
of his companions should be paroled in 
her custody until Tuesday in order that 
witnesses might be summoned for the 
defense. The request was granted, and 
as the defendants left the court room 
they were followed by more than 200 
of their associates. When half way 
down the stairs White was boosted to 
the shoulders of members of his church 
and was carried in that position half a 
block west to Lexington Avenue and 
Fifty-seventh Street. 

There White was cheered, and he made 
a brief speech in which he said he was 
thrown to the floor of the centre aisle 
suffered many 
scratches on his arms and legs. The 
Rev. ‘Percy Stickney Grant of the 
Church of the Ascension was in court 
as @ character witness.for White, put {2 
he was not called.

I chose 
the right time to speak, while the an- 
nouncements were being given out.” 

While the invaders were being forced 
out of the church most of the congrega- 
tion stood on chairs, calling out en- 
couragement to the ushers as they 
struggled. to clear the aisles. There 
were a few calls of ‘“‘ Let ’em speak,” 
while White and his followers voiced 
sentiments embracing frequent mention 
of John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

The Rev. Dr. Cornelius Woelfkin, 
pastor of the church, had just an- 
nounced his text for the morning ser- 
mon when the disturbance began. He 
stayed in the pulpit watching. calmly 
the work of his ushers, and when. the 
disturbance had subsided he went on 

with the service as if nothing of an un- 
usual nature had occured. He made 
no reference to the outbreak, but 
preached from the text, ‘‘Samson, the 
Man of Sunlight, the Man of Tact.”

BANNED BY WILSON" 


Orders Sent to Colorado to Pre- 
vent Mine Owners Employ- 
ing Imported Labor. 


TIME LIMIT ON GUNS, TOO 


Federal Troops. Will Require Sur- 
render Within Certain Time—Con- 
stabulary Fight in Legislature.

Envoys Not at Fault. 

The announcements of the envoys 
have come through the State Depart- 
ment, and some, if not all, of the few 
lines of typewriting that have been 
vouchsafed from time to time have been 
prepared there. As for making public 
the texts of the notes exchanged be- 
tween themselves and the Mexican and 
American Governments, the mediators 
may feel a delicacy in removing the seal 
of confidence from these documents on 
the ground that the nation concerned in 
each case should have the right to de- 
termine what course should be fol- 
lowed. 

The State Department has the same 
right as the Huerta 'Government to make 
public the notes it has exchanged with 
the mediators, but it has declined to go 
beyond the letter of the meagre and un- 
illuminating announcements that have 
been forthcoming. This attitude is not 
unusual, however. It is in line with the 
present: policy of the department with 
respect. to news. <Any idea that the 
State zreper tment is being conducted on 
the principle that the people of the coun- 
try are entitled to know how it conducts 
its affairs is entirely erroneous.

WASHINGTON, May 10. — President 
Wilson to-day made an appointment to 
receive Nelson O’Shaughnessy, late 
Chargé d’Affaires of the United States 
at Mexico City. The interview will take 
place at the White House on Tuesday. 
Mr. QO’Shaughnessy arrived in Wash- 
ington last Thursday, and has been 
waiting for an opportunity_to see the 
President. He came to Washington 
under orders from Secretary Bryan. Mr, 
O’Shaughnessy is thoroughly familiar 
with conditions in Mexico City, and his 
disclosures to the President are ex- 
pected to be interesting. 

Whatever may have been the atti- 
tude of the Administration toward Mr. 
0 Shecgoneny on account of his re- 
orted intimacy with President Huerta, 
t was indicated to-night that he was 
certain of a cordial reception at the 
White House. The statement was made 
‘in an Administration quarter that there 
was no feeling on the President's part 
against the former Chargé d’ Affaires.

Gunboats Federal Defense. 

The information from the Constitu- 
tionalists of -their intention to attaok 
and probably... bombard ‘Tampico . will 
probably result “in the foreign ships 


withdrawing from the city: .They: will 
proceed dowh thé Panuco River to a 


point beyond the range of the guns of 
the Constitutionalists. The three Mexi- 


ean gunboats, the Zaragoza, Bravo, and 
Vera Cruz, will remain in the Panuco 
River.opposite the wharves of Tampico. 

It. is understoog here that it is the 
ambition of the Constitutionalists, in 
their attack on the city, to render these 
Mexican nboats “hors ‘de combat. 
These small vessels have been the key 
of-the situation at that place for weeks. 
The gunboats alone forced the Consti- 
tutionalists to. wait for the fall of Mon- 
terey so that they might bring up rein- 
forcemeats. with heavy. artillery. 

Gen. Gonzales, Constitutionalist 
commander in charge.of the impending 
attack, is one of the best known of the 
Gonstitutionalist leaders in the State of 
Nuevo Leon, His home is Monterey} 
the city his forces recently captured. 
Gonzales ‘participated prominently in 
the Madero revolution. He afterward 
became a Colonel of Volunteers under 
the Madero Government in the opera- 
tions that ‘were conducted against the 
rebel, Orozco. As soon as Madero was 
murdered Gonzales took up arms against 
the Huerta government with Carranza, 
who made him chief of operations when 
the present revolution was begun in the 
State of Coahuila, 

The defense of the city has been left 

Huerta to Gen. Z oza, one of 
the veterans of the Mexican Federal 
Army, who is ‘understood to have fewer 
men than the Constitutionalists since 
the arrival of the latter’s reinforce- 
ments, It is not believed here that Gen. 
Zaragoza has more than 3,500 men in 
Tampico. He had about 2,000 before 
the arrival of about 1,500 reinforcements 
last week. 

On April 28 Admiral Badger reported 
that Gen. Zaragoza had about 1, ‘ed: 
eral troops in Tampic 
ammunition for 2, or 8, citizens 
besides. He said that the Federals at 
that time had fifty or more modern 
machine guns and about sixteen mod- 
ern field guns, but that they were in- 
expert in the use of both. For three 
weeks the: Fegerals have been erectin 
and improving defensive works aroun 
the city.

Villa May Join Attack.

EL PASO, Texas, May 10.—Tampico, 
Saltillo, San Luis Potosi, and Zacatecas 
are expected to fall. before the rebel ad- 
vance by the end of the week. Tam- 
Pico is the first point of attack. 

George C. Carothers, Special Envoy 
of the State Department, has been or- 
dered to proc to Saltillo and Tam- 
pico at once and will leave on a spe- 
cial ‘train on Monday. . Cun Cum- 
mins, the British Consul at Torreon, is 
at Torreon and will go with Mr. Caro- 
thers. 

Gen. Pablo Gonzales sent a m e 
this evening to Villa, who is outside 
Saltillo, asking for more ammunition 
for his bi ‘uns and promising to take. 
the town be ‘ore Monday night if it "ee 
sent to him, Villa is eqneing all of the 
available ammunition, as he realizes 
that the taking of Tampico is the most 
important victory. possible, since it will 
give him a port to ship in ammunition 
and export cotton. ; 

Gonzales has taken all of the outly- 
ing positions around Tampico, it is said 
here, and has driven the Federals back 
into the plaza and garrisons, where they 
are preparing to make a desperate 
stand. Villa is leaving the battle to 
Gen. Gonzales, as he wishes to direct 
the Saltillo engagement in rson. But 
if Gonzales does not take the town by 
Monday Villa may go there in person 
to take charge. 

Gen. Torres is in command of the San 
Luis Potosi force of 10,000 rebels, and 
is preparing to make.a general attack, 
while Panfel Natera has been hammer- 
ing away at atecas “for a week and 
will take it soon, Villa believes. Villa 
has established himself at the Saltillo 
municipal waterworks north of the town, 
and from there will direct the battle. 
The railroad is now open to: this point 
and his men are arriving on every train. 

Sharpshooting and “ sniping’? has 
been in progress all week, and the big 
battle is expected to open as soon as 
PA hears that Tampico has been 
taken.

FEAR OF WATER FAMINE 


Whole Towns Without a Drop—Res- 
-cuers Still Digging for Earth- 
quake Victims.

ROME, May  10.— Heartrending 
gceries followed the Sicilian seismic 
shocks, which at Belpasso, for in- 
stance, lasted fully three minutes and 
were felt as far away as Messina and 
Catania. 

The sick in the hospitals leaped from 
their beds and rushed panic-stricken 
through gardens and streets in their 
night attire. Troops had to be sent 


’ to calm the inmates of the convict 


prison, who, mad with despair, tried 
to wrench away the barred windows 
and. batter down the doors of their 
cells. 

Thousands rushed from cafés and 
moving-picture theatres toward the 
geashore and seized all available small 
craft in which to pass the night. 

All over the countryside on the slopes 
of Etna hundreds of houseless sur- 
vivors are sitting, dazed and discon- 
golate, on the heaps of masonry that 
entomb their dead. 

Many who escaped were flung flat 
on their faces by the violence of the 
earthquake, and, describing their sen- 
gations while being rolled to and fro 
during shocks, say they felt as if they 
were being buffeted by the waves of 
a tempestuous sea. 

Supplies of food, 
necessities have been pouring into 
the earthquake zone all day, and 
many automobiles were requisitioned 
to remove the injured,. many. of 
whom died on the way to im- 
provised hospitals. Notwithstanding 
the superhuman efforts which the res- 
cuers are putting forth, many. will 
probably die under the ruins of their 
homes after having escaped death by 
the first shock. 

In Rome the Queen has been busy 
all day superintending the making of 
bandages and in giving orders that the 
stores of clothing left from the time of 
the Messina. earthquake be overhauled 
for this new emergency. She explained 
the disaster to her eldest daughter, 
Princess Yolanda, but regretted her 
action afterward, as the child was so 
deeply impressed and took it so much 
to heart. 

Slight shocks occurred to-day, which 
were scarcely felt by those who. had 
ust arrived in the earthquake zone, 

ut they caused tremors of fear to 
those who had experienced the earth- 
quake. If no more shocks occur, it is 
considered that the work of succor is 
well under way. 

A peculiar characteristic of the in- 
habitants of Etna is their love for 
that dangerous region. Although they 
know they may be killed, after their 
houses are knocked down they begin 
patiently to rebuild them and reculti- 


tents, and other 


ever seeming to 
think ‘that they- can live anywhere 
else. 


CATANIA, May 10.—Throughout the 
whole night rescue parties, surgeons, 
Red Cross attendants, soldiers and 
priests worked among the ruins of the 
villages on the eastern slope of Mt. 
Etna, which were devastated by Fri- 
day’s earthquake. The list of known 
dead and injured remains about the 
game as yesterday, but it is believed 
that many are still under the wreckage 
of houses. 

Surgeons performed operations in the 
open by torchlight. Peasants, whose 
relatives were missing, still hoped to un- 
earth them alive and urged the rescuing 
parties to hasten their work of excava- 
tion, indicating-the places where they 
thought their families were entombed. 

Bodies lined the road, and every effort 
was made to identify the victims, as 
many of them will be interred at sun- 
rise to-morrow. Cardinal Francica- 
Nava, Archbishop of Catania, gathered 
the survivors at Bongiardo_ to-day 
around an altar erected on the lava and 
celebrated mass. The parish priest at 
Linera wept over the ruins of his 
church, but utilized the bells as an altar 
for coletentiod. Cardinal Francica-Nava 
ordered all churches that had been dam- 
aged by: the earthquake to be closed, 
fearing further disaster, as slight shocks 
occurred at frequent intervals through- 
out the day. , 

Prof. Paci, of Mount Etna Observa- 


tory, says the intensity of this earth- N 


quake was greater than at Messina in 
1908. Mount Etna has been in constant 
activity for nearly three years.

HAS BLACK PRINCE’S DIARY. 


Owner Discovers It in a Box of Old 
Papers—Records Royal Purchases.

LONDON, Monday, May 11.—The 
Daily Mail publishes interesting ex- 
tracts from the diaries of the Black 
Prince, discovered recently by the 
owner in a box of old papers. 

They deal with the Prince’s gifts 
and purchases and his order for mak- 
ing the first crest of three feathers in 
June, 1855. Most interesting histor- 
ically is an entry dated 1348, record- 
ing a gift of twenty-four garters to 
knights of the Order of the Garter, 
which is thought to be the earliest 
known reference to it as an estab- 
lished order. 

The Prince’s purchases of jewels 
were very large, one of his payments 
amounting to 1,883 livres. 


YESTERDAY ‘BLIND SUNDAY.’

PEACE OFFERTO DOMINICANS 


American Naval Commander Hopes 
to Get Factions in Conference.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Acting: for 
the American Government, under special 
instructions, Capt. Edward W. Eberle, 
Commander of the armored cruiser 
Washington, has been endeavoring to 
bring about a cessation of hostilities 
between the fighting San Domingans at 
Puerto Plata. He has also asked them 
to appoint representatives to a confer- 
ence. Both sides, the Government as 
well as the revolutionary leaders, have 
expressed a willingness to appoint rep- 
resentatives to such a conference, but 
Capt. Eberle says that ‘‘ the suspension 
of hostilities is impracticable.”

PARIS, May 10.—A dispatch from 
Rome says that the long drawn out 
suit for the annulment of his mar- 
riage brought by Count Boni de Cas- 
tellane against the Duchess de Talley- 
rand (formerly Anna Gould) will soon 
come to an end. The Duchess has 
notified the Rota Tribunal that she 
has withdrawn her defense, and that 
at the third hearing, which.will be ex- 
pedited, her lawyer will not appear to 
defend her interests. 

This sudden decision of the Duchess 
is said to have been caused by an inti- 
mation from higher circles that in. no 
case would she be allowed to win, 
and she therefore made up her mind 
that it was useless to spend more 
money and time in trying to refute 
charges in a case which she had no 
earthly chance of winning, however 
sound her defense might be. 

It is understood that Count Boni de 
Castellane has been appointed a semi- 
official agent for the Vatican for 
treating the many questions which, de- 
spite the annulment of the Concordat, 
crop up daily between the Church and 
the French Government, 

In announcing her decision to the 
President of the Rota the Duchess de 
Talleyrand said that her conscience 
acquitted her of having done anything 
which could legitimize the annulment 


but that, as she found the Church un- | 


willing to extend her ordinary court- 
esy, even in matters of legal form, she 
preferred to let the tribunal of the 
Church take its own biased view and 
leave her case to the unbiased tribunal 
re public opinion in Europe and Amer- 
ca. 


The collection of evidence in Paris 
and New York has now been complet- 
ed, and the third and final trial will 
soon take place before the Rota Tri- 
bunal of Second Instance. 


PIUS X. RECEIVES FARLEY. 


Cardinal Presents a History of His 
Administration of Archdlocese. 


ROME, May 10.—Pope Pius to-day re- 
ceived Cardinal Farley of New York in 
private audience. 

The Cardinal presented to his Holi- 
ness a beautifully bound volume con- 
taining a history of his administration 
of the Archdiocese of New York since 


1402. The Pope evinced great interest 
in the work. 


TAKE MOORS’ STRONGHOLD. 


French Capture Teza, Key to the 
Eastern Route to Fez. 


PARIS, May 10.—The Foreign Office 
to-day. received a dispatch from Gen. 
Baumgarten, ‘reporting that he had oc- 
cupied Teza, Morocco, seventy-five miles 
east of Fez, with a loss of only four 
men killed and thirteen wounded. 

The natives were surprised at the ra- 
pesity of the French operations. At 
irst there was but slight resistance, but 
the Beni Oudjam tribesmen rallied out- 
side the town and fought stubbornly. 
Their losses were heavy. 

The capture of Teza is. considered the 
most>important step yet accomplished 
by the French in Morocco. The town is 
the Key to the eastern approaches of 
Fez. Up to the present all expeditions 
into the interior of the country have 
been made from the Atlantic coast. The 
occupation of Teza will permit the com- 
pletion of the railroad from Oran, Al- 
geria, to Fez, and bring Fez within 
sixty-two hours of Paris.

FRENCH SOCIALISTS 
MAKE BIG GAINS 


Reballoting Results Indicate 
That They Have Elected 
101 Deputies. 
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ROYALISTS VOTED FOR THEM 


Hoping Thereby to Make Republic- 
anism Odious— Louis Le- 
pine Defeated. 


PARIS, May 10.—There was reballot- 
ing to-day in 252 constituencies in which 
there was no result in the balloting for 
members of the Chamber of Deputies 
on April 26. The day passed without 
untoward incident. 

The outstanding feature of the elec- 
tion again to-day was the success of 
the unified Socialists. Although they 























lost three seats in Paris, they made 
{great headway in the provinces. In a 
|mumber of places the Royalists voted 
! gor Socialists, taking the ground that the 
only way to upset the Republican ré- 
gime was to elect as many extremists 
as possible, and thereby make it repug- 
nant to the country. 

The Socialists elected 61 Deputies on 
the second ballot. This gives them 101 
seats in the new Chamber, as compared 
with 68 in the old. The Caillaux Radi- 
cals managed to hold their own, elect- 
ing 74 members, which, with 87 elected 
on the first ballot, gives the party 161, 
as compared with 156 in the old Cham-

Russia’s Yellow Ticket Not Used by 
Jewesees, H. Bernstein Says. 


The Judsgeans held a meeting last 
night at the Hotel Majestic, Seventy- 
second Street and Central Park West, to 
discuss recent plays depling with phases 
of Jewish life. About 160 persons were 
Dr. Henry M. Leipzigér, 
President. of the society, sgid that the 
success. of the theatre. to-day and the 
character of thé plays depended on the 
playgoer.

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CONDEMN SING SING 


Commission Declare Present 
Conditions Intolerable. 





FOR ISOLATED DEATH HOUSE 


One Place for Executions, Centrally 
Located, Is Recommended—oOther 
Sweeping Reforms Proposed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 10.—The need of a new 
central prison to replace antiquated 
Sing Sing is urged in recommendations 
recently made to Gov. Glynn by the 
Commission on Prison Reform and the 
State Commission on Prisons, each body 
acting independently of the other. The 
Commission: on Prisons tells the Gov- 
ernor that there were 1,500 prisoners in 
Sing Sing on the last day of inspection, 
and that because of the extreme con- 
gestion it’ had again become necessary 
to return to the deplorable practice of 
doubling up prigoers in the narrow 
cells. " 

Stress is laid upon the inadequacy of 
the present quarters for condemned men 
at Sing Sing in the report of the Com- 
mission on: Prisons, which is signed by 
Commissioner Rudolph F. Diedling, M. 
D., of Saugerties, who describes the 
death house as “‘ dark, inadequate, and 
without ‘modern sanitary facilities.” To 
complicate matters the Emerson act, 
signed by the Governor on April 7, pro- 
vides that all men and women sentenced 
to electrocution shall be confined at 
Sing Sing. Until now executions have 
been conducted at Auburn and Clinton 
prisons, as well as Sing Sing. The death 
house at Clinton is vacant. At Auburn 
are three men and.a woman whose ex- 
ecutions have been stayed on appeal. 


If they take place these will be the last 
executions at Auburn. Says Dr. Died- 
ling in his report: 


Death House Often Crowded, 

“The present quarters for the..con- 
‘demned at Sing ‘Sing Prison are dark, 
inadequate and without modern sani- 
tary facilities. One window opening 








exercise and @ small skylight are the 
only means:of light and ventilation, and | 
electric lights are kept- burning con- 


stantly. Until a few years ago there 
were twelve cells, six on a side, facing 
each other. Increasing convictions 
necessitated placing five additional 
cells in a second tier over four of the 
others, making seventeen in all. All 
but one-of these cells had been_occu- 

ied up to the morning of the day of 
nspection, when the four ‘gunmen’ 
implicated in the Rosenthal murder 
were electrocuted. At the time of my 
visit workmen were tearing out some 
of the old woodwork:‘in the cells just 
vacated, upon which repairs were to be 
made. The. wooden floors were worn 
uneven and the washbowls were aoe 
discolored. The bathroom is very small. 

“The arrangement of the quarters 
for the condemned is such as to per- 
mit of no privacy and the occupants 
are compelled to endure the strain of 
witnessing the pathetic leave-taking of 
relatives and the final preparations for 
death.. Every electrocution in a prison 
containing a large population excites 
and disturbs the inmates and tends to 
demoralize the work of the institution. 
The location of a prison for condemned 
men, therefore, should be apart from 
the prison proper, but near enough to 
permit the warden of that prison to 
assume its general supervision. The 
matter should. receive e careful con- 
sideration of the Legislature.” : 

e Commission on Prison Reform, 
specially created, is composed of Prof. 
George W. Kirchwey of Columbia Uni- 
versity, Howard 4 Mosher, a member of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Commis- 
sion; George W. Perkins, Miss Mary 
Garrett Hay, Edwin A. Bates of the 
State Federation of Labor, Mrs. Hannah 
Blum, Miss M. Z. Doty, Supt. John B. 
Riley of thesState Prison Department, 
Thomas Mott.Osborne, who is airman, 
and Dr. EB. Stagg Whitin, who is Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. 

The commission recommends the aboli- 
tion of Sing Sing and the Prison for 
Women at Auburn. In place of Sing 
Sing it would have erected without de- 
lay and within convenient distance of 
New York City an adequate new prison. 
In place of the women’s prison at Au- 
burn’ the commission recommends that 
the State Farm at Valatie be employed 
as the place of detention for all women 
convicts not deemed suitable for the re- 
formatories at Albion and Bedford.

READY FOR CITY ‘CLEAN-UP.’ 


Officials to Open Annual War on 
; Dirt Next Monday. - 


The annual Spring ‘clean-up’ will 
begin next Monday morning and con- 
tinue until May 23. Five municipal de- 
partments will co-operate in the work. 
Circulars have been distributed to resi- 
dents in every part of the city giving 
detailed instructions, A vast quantity 
of refuse was removed last year in the 
‘“‘municipal housecleaning,’’ and it is 
expected that the task this year will be 
much easier. . 

One of the circulars distributed as an 
“ official notice ’’ read as follows: ‘‘ To 
every owner, occupant, or representa- 
tive of any building, apartment, room, 
yard, or vacant lot:—You are hereby 
notified to prepare and place within 
the stoop line for removal, all rubbish 
and waste material, from ‘roofs, fire. es- 
eapes, cellars, yards, , alleys, and air 
shafts, buildings, rooms and apart- 


ments. ‘ 

“ Old bedding, beds, ray 
ture, broken-up boxes an arrels, tins 
bottles, dishes, crockery and 
glassware should be packed in barrels, 
boxes and bundles. Owners of vacant 
lots will collect in piles all rubbish on 
the corner of the fot nearest the curb. 

“Trade waste must be removed by 
the owner at his expense as heretofore. 
It is against the law to throw. material 
én the streets.. Neglect to comply with 
this notice -will result in prosecution. 
The wagons will ‘call at 8 A. M. on 
Wednesday, May 20; 1914.”

NO “BEAUTY” RESTRICTIONS 





Voluntary Commission Will Work to 
Improve Conditions About the 
Parks and Drives. 


An entirely new plan to regulate out- 
door billboard advertising been 
launched by the City Club, with the 
assistance of Alderman Curran, who in- 
troduced the original ordinance, which 
was withdrawn; Alderman Hamilton, 
Chairman of the Aldermanic Building 
Committee, and Mr. McGuire, President 
of the Real Estate Board. A new DbDill- 
board ordinance is to be introduced con- 
taining many provisions for the preven- 
tion of.fire and other hazards, but omit- 
ting all provisions attempting to regu- 
late the matter on grounds of public 
beauty and leaving that phase of it to 
be worked. out by the advertising com- 
panies themselves, with the assistance 
of a voluntary ‘committee. 

The City Club wrote to the advertis- 
ing interests proposing the formation of 
an Outdoor Advertising Commission to 
work in conjunction with the advertis- 
ing interests in an “ earnest effort to 
improve conditions around our more im- 
portant . parks, drives, and _ public 
Places.”’ It was suggested that the com- 
mission be voluntary, and be made’ up 
of the President of the Municipal Art 
Society, the President of the Mural 
Painters of America, the President of 
the Architectural League, and the Presi- 
dent of the Real Estate Board. The 
letter was sent to the O. J. Gude Com- 
pany, the Van Beuren and New York 
Bill Posting Company, 
York Edison Company, 
part, as follows: 

“A number of conferences have been 
held recently on the revision of Alder- 
man Curran’s billboard ordinance. In 
these conferences the Mayor’s Billboard 
Commission, the Citizens’ Union, the 


Real Estate Board, and the City Club 
have participated. 

*“* We have faced frankly the legal dif- 
ficulties in the way of regulations based

Solid sky signs must be res ted to 
thirty-one feet in height. There must 
be seven feet ‘headroom under all signs 
for firemen to move about and upright 
supports must at least five feet 
apart. The si must be set back six 
feet from the e of the buildings. 

Billboards on\ the ground will be re- 
stricted to twemty-four feet in height. 
This -height will permit ‘‘ double deck- 

” but not \triple deckers.” The 
provision in the ‘original ordinance pro- 
viding for horizontal or vertical open- 
ings has been elfminated. 

These restrictions will apply only to 
signs that are be built, but the 
ordinance is retroactive regarding these 

rovisions: no 0 ction will be al- 
owed in front of doors, .windows or 
other exits and no signs will be per- 
mitted at the top of’ buildings, reaching 
above the cornice. ‘Signs must be built 
on the roofs. 

The ordinance will also require that 
builders of signs obtajn a permit from 
the Building Depa ent. <A fee of 
$2 will be charged for ground signs; $5 
fér roof signs and $10 for electric signs. 
No fee is required at present for the 
erection of a sign on private property.

JELLYFISH DONE IN GLASS. 


\Varl-Cotored “Portuguese Man-of- 
Wap” at Museum of Natural History. 


The first complete model in transpar- 
ent glass of a colony of creatures of the 
sea native to tropical waters and known 
as a “Portuguese man of war,” has 
béen completed after months of prep- 
aration under the direction of Roy W. 
Miner, Assistant Curator of Zoology at 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, and is now on view in Darwin Hall 
at the Museum, 

The specimen was mounted by Hein- 
rich Mueller, and the coloring was done 
by Show Shimotori, a Japanese artist, 
after color studies made when the orig- 
inal specimen floated in on the Gulf 
Stream at Woods Hole, Mass., from 
some Southern region. io 

Although generally supposed to be a 
single individual, scientists say that the 
“ Portuguese Man of War"’ is really a 


colony of creatures of the sea, and 
armed with dangerous weapons con- 
sisting of batteries of stinging cells, 
often used with deadly effect upon other 
denizens of the deep.

Esther Lehrer is now serv- 
ing a term as President for the girls and 
Samuel Gelsky is serving in the same 
office for the boys. There are other of- 
ficers, including a Vice President. for 
each cottage. 

The\luncheons served in the cottages 
were prepared by the children. They do 
all the work of the place, and each cot- 
tage is in charge of a cottage mother.

borne, with fitting honors, from the 


00 | Battery. These men, all young, eager, 


possessed of the spirit of adventure, 
yet thoroughly obedient to discipline, 
were the first victims of a military 
movement which the reckless tempo- 
rary Government of Mexico had made 
inevitable. » Americans throughout the 
land are earnestly hoping that no 
other valuable lives will be lost in the 
adjustment of this grave interndtional 
difficulty. There is a feeling abroad 
that a great sacrifice has already been 
made in upholding the national honor. 
The people are not eager for war, 
though if it must come no thought of 
sacrifice will hold the patriotic spirit 
in check. 

To-day’s solemn ieee will be 
appropriate in their expression of the 
nation’s gratitude to its heroic defend- 
ers and its grief at their loss. The 
dead will have a guard of honor com- 
prising the marines of the warships 
now at this port and the Naval Militia. 
There will be a simple service at the 
City Hall, at which the Mayor will 
presidé. At the navy yard President 
WILSon will deliver an address. Offi- 
cials of the navy, the national Gov- 
ernment, the State, and the city will 
all take part in the solemn rites. The 
police arrangements, according to the 
announcements, will be sufficient to 
preserve perfect order along the line 
of march. It is pitiful to think that 
any disturbance should be apprehend- 
ed at any point, but there are human 
beings in this community who might 
be persuaded to interrupt even this 
national funeral, for the sake of ad- 
vertising themselves and expressing 
their boasted contempt for any form 
of government.: We venture to say 
that it will not be safe for any such to 
attempt to make a disturbance to-day. 

After the ceremonies the bodies will 
be transported by the Government to 
the homes of 'the nearest of kin of the 
dead heroes of Vera Cruz. -The oc- 
casion will long be remembered and 
the names of these valiant marines 
and sailors will not be forgotten.

CHEAPENING FARMERS’ CREDITS. 
Gov. GLYNN is making a praise- 
worthy effort to facilitate rural credits 
by organizing land banks, and by co- 
ordinating existing credit agencies. 
Congress is considering the subject 
from a similar point of view, but with 
a difference in details. Yet it is 
worth noting that while these move- 
ments of legislation are under con- 
sideration the chief lenders to the 
farmers are discussing the subject 
from another point of view. Instead 
of being organized by officials, or 
laws, the Farm Mortgage Bankers’ 
Association organized itself in this 
city last week, and incidentally dts- 
closed what was wrong with their 
business from the point of view of 
practical and experienced lenders. 

They are asking rather for the re- 
peal of old laws than for the enact- 
ment of new laws. The greatest 
difficulties in the way of easy credits 
for farmers are the laws passed by 
farmers’ Legislatures for’ the assist- 
ance of farmers. Mr. Rosins, Chair- 
man of the Associated Mortgage In- 
vestors’ Association of ‘Rochester, 
summarized some of these obnoxious 
statutes. Among them are laws for- 
bidding local finaricial institutions to 
lend outside their own State,.or tax- 
ing such loans with punitive dis- 
crimination. Taxes on mortgages 
within the State raise the rate to the 
borrower, even when the ‘tax is not 
discriminatory. Collection laws de- 
signed to favor the borrower really 
burden him, for the lender takes note 
of such legislation, and charges for 
it when he lends. 

Still another reason for dear farm 
eredits at present is that they are out 
of favor on accoumt of the severe 
losses a generation ago, when credit 
was too easy for the farmer, and 
Bastern lenders were thought.“ easy ’’ 
for sophisticated farm borrowers. In 
those days a mortgage was practically 
a sale. A reason not peculiar to 
farmers’ loans is the competition with 
other forms of credit which are artifi- 
cially favored. Public borrowing has 
recently been upon an unprecedented 
scale, with a rising rate of interest, 
and with exemption from taxation. 
Public utility loans offer liberal rates 
of return with greater marketability 
than farm loans possess. The farmer 
himself is often to blame in matters 
that lie within his own’ power of 
remedy. There is a personal element 
in every loan, and the inefficiency 
of the farmer is nothing which the 
law can remedy. The farmer who can 
show a ‘record of ‘profit. under. his 
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at its market worth. There is neither 
business nor benevolence in lending 
monéy to a farmer who is losing 
money because he refuses or is unable 
to learn his trade. A farmer who 
raises a half a crop of cotton, and 
buys corn and meat for himself, ought 
not to be provided with the means to 
continue that’ policy. The farmers 
whose crops are ample, and diversi- 
fied, are not the farmers for whom 
legislators are ~showing such solici- 
tude. If the farmer knows his busi- 
ness the banker also can be trusted 
to know his business, and to make 
good terms for the profitable bor- 
rower. A farmer who cannot make a 
profit enabling him to pay fair in- 
terest ought not to be helped beyond 
his capacity. Such credits are the 
poorest sort of friendship for the 
farmer, and the recent experience 
with the Federal Government’s irriga- 
tion projects is proof of it. The farm- 
ers who were encouraged to venture 
beyond their means were swamped 
with their engagements, and if there 
were any limit to the Government’s 
funds the Government itself would 
have suffered. In short, business mat- 
ters should be treated upon business 
principles, and even benevolence is 
none the worse for infusion of com- 
mercial prudence. 








OUTLAWRY WELL SERVED. 

According to the police report, the 
outlaws who invaded Calvary Baptist 
Church yesterday and tried to convert 
the service into a riot represent sev- 
eral varieties of unbelief. But in the 
public mind they are all ticketed alike 
as offenders against law, order, and 
decency who should be effectually sup- 
pressed. The church is to be congratu- 
lated on the pugilistic skill of its 
ushers. Muscular Christianity Was 
never better represented. 

But, in spite of their bruised faces, 
these outlaws gained exactly what 
they strove to gain, a huge advertise- 
ment of their lawlessness and inde- 
cency. To ignore them would be futile. 
They are aiming for the support, not 
of intelligent people who read news- 
papers, but of the illiterate foreigners 
who have found advancement hard in 
this. country in a period of financial 
depression. They cannot be ignored. 
But sterner measures should be taken 
to compel them to obey the law. This 
is no time to tolerate civil strife of this 
sort, nor is there the slightest excuse 
for the kind of mob violence these an- 
archists of various brands, all equally 
detestable, are trying to foment. 











THE RAILWAY RATE DELAY. 

The delay in allowing the railways 
relief from their troubles is regret- 
table, but has its compensations. 
While the commission is deliberating 
reasons are accumulating for reliev- 
ing the railways in their way, rather 
than in the way of their critics. A 
broad reason in principle is, stated 
by the report to the Chamber of Com- 
merce in this city last week. It will 
be remembered that Mr. BRANDEIS 
recommended that the railways should 
find their increase of income rather 
by charging for “free’’ services now 
rendered than by increasing rates. 
On this the chamber’s report says: 

To make this or any other side 
question a justification for not grant- 
ing or for postponing the request of 
the railroads for a horizontal advance 


in railroad rates would amount to 
sacrificing the larger to- the smaller 


‘issue, and would be a dangerous 


trifling with the public interest. 


Another and more practical reason is 
supplied by the difficulty of carrying 
out Mr. BRANDEIS’S suggestion, what- 
ever its merits. For example, last 
week the Public Service Commission 
of this State ordered the South Buf- 
falo Railway Company to restore the 
very privileges that the Interstate 
Commission ordered to be discon- 
tinued. To be sure this is the case of 
only a single company, but it in- 
cludes the principle applicable to all 
companies, and not only in New 
York. In fact, it is said that the 
Pennsylvania Commission is consid- 
ering taking similar precautions for 
the protection of the industries of the 
State, which are threatened by a 
great increase of costs on a dis- 
criminating method. It is plain that 
@ general increase affects all alike, to 
all who pay the rates, and whatever 
the rates pay for. On the other hand 
the reduction of the service given for 
any given rate discriminates against 
those who have been accustomed to 
receive the so-called “free” ‘service 
in an inclusive rate, ordered to be ex- 
clusive hereafter. 

The action taken in New York and 
contemplated in Pennsylvania indi- 
cates that there is no prospect of 
speedy relief in Mr. BRanpgErs’s meth- 
od, whatever its merits. It will be 
necessary to find some other substi- 
tute for the railways’ way, and to 
find it the more quickly in propor- 
tion as the delay which has been suf- 
fered indicates that there is no better 
way. * 


IMPROVED SPECTACLE LENSES. 

Since Col. Wooprurr of the United 
States Army Medical Corps and Dr. 
Goutp of Cornell University pub- 
Ushed their dissertations on the ef- 
fects of glare and the actinic rayé of 
the sun, oculists ‘have realized that 
spectacles which merely correct ef- |. 
rors of refraction were not. enough: 
Now comeés Sir Wruttam. CrRooxgEs, 
whose paper on ‘“ The Preparation. of 
Eye-Preserving Glass for Spectacles ” 
appears in the Philosophical Transac- 
tions of the Royal Society of London, 





which would cut off the heat, pro- 
tecting the eyes of blowers of molten 
glass. He found a- composition of 
glass, sage-green in color, that re- 
sists entrance to 98 per cent. of heat 
rays. Made of ferrous oxalate, raw 
soda flux, red tartar, and powdered 
wood charcoal, this glass not only 
protects the eyes of glass-blowers, 
thus attaining the object of the Glass 
Workers’ Cataract Committee of the 
Royal Society, but it should also serve 
as a valuable refrigerating agent. 
Intent on a question of optics, per- 
haps this use of the heat-repelling 
glass did not occur to Sir WILLIAM— 
at any rate, he does not mention it, 
But’ a bottle blown from the sage- 
green glass might well protect from 
heat radiation any cold liquid poured 
into it, and prevent a hot liquid from 
losing its temperature. 

Extending his experiments, he found 
six different glasses that protect the 
eyes from actinic rays, transmitting 
ample light in a choice of tints in 
pale green, yellow, and neutral. When 
glasses are required that are restful 
to the eyes in the glare of chalk cliffs, 
sea-beaches, expanses of snow, or re- 
flected from the. sea, six other glasses 
in yellow, green, and neutral tints 
were found that also have the advan- 
tage of cutting off practically all the 
ultra-violet rays and a considerable 
amount of the heat radiation. Com- 
plete formulae showing the composi- 
tion of the glasses for making im- 
proved spectacle lenses are published 
in this paper, which is numbered 
A. 509 of the Philosophical Transac- 
tions, in pamphlet form. Written by 
one of the greatest living scientists, 
this publication is of undoubted in- 
terest and value to all oculists and to 
the public, which wears spectacles in 
steadily increasing proportions. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Among the pseudo- 
sciences, palmistry is 
Under one of the oldest, 
the Humbug. and as there have 

been so many cent- 
uries in which to test the possibilities of 
divination and prophecy claimed for it, 
the fact that faith in “reading the 
hand ’’ still exists in many countries 
credited with civilization and enlighten- 
ment is variously suggestive. And some 
degree of credulity in this form of 
** fortune telling ’’ can be found in peo- 
ple by no means ignorant or unintelli- 
gent, and not a few of those who laugh 
at it yet repeat with a certain serious- 
ness stories of revelations as to charac- 
ter or fate that evidently seem to them 
not satisfactorily explained as lucky 
guesses. 

All this hints that palmistry, like other 
widespread and ancient superstitions 
and delusions, contains an element of 
underlying fact or truth, justifying the 
reluctant admission that ‘‘ there is some- 
thing in it.” What the ** something ’’ is 
or may be is suggested by Dr. A. L. 
Benepict of Buffalo in a particularly 
well-written article on fairy stories, con- 
tributed to The New York Medical Jour- 
nal. 

First safeguarding his professional 
reputation by a derisive dismissal of 
roadside and church fair palmistry and 
that of red-robed wizards in cheap flats, 
Dr. Benepict declares his conviction that 
the muscular action of the fingers does 
register on the palms psychic states and 
general bodily condition, and does it 
even more, perhaps, because less re- 
pressed, than does that of the factal 
muscles. A long “life line,’’ he says, 
‘*indicates strong adduction of the the- 
nar and hypothenar eminences and is 
almost always associated with physical 
vigor.’’ Again, the ‘‘ head line’’ is em- 
phasized and lengthened by holding pen 
or pencil, and therefore has a relation to 
mental activities and capacities, while 
empirical observation confirms the exist- 
ence of a connection, as yet unaccounted 
for, between the ‘‘ heart line”? of the 
cheiromancers and the emotions popu- 
larly connected with the organ after 
which it is named. ‘That general 
states of circulation, metabolism, &c., 
are shown by the texture, plumpness, 
of crinkling of the skin, the amount of 
perspiration, &c., no one can deny.”’ 

Such palm interpretation as this, of 
course, is an entirely different thing 
from that of the gypsy fortune tellers. 
It is of no practical utility, for nothing 
can be ascertained from it that could 
not be more easily and definitely 
learned by other diagnostic methods. 
But it does show that :palmistry has or 
might have a scientific basis.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Being interested in the letters appearing in 
your columns on the subject of a club which 
I like ‘Bryn Mawr’s definition of as ‘‘ for 
good fellowship,’’ I would add a word. The 
desire for frank comradeship among educated 
people of refinement must be very wide, even 
if it hag been heretofore inarticulate.

The hunger for intellectual intercourse is 
not satisfied by any of the suggestions made 
some time ago to those who complained of 
loneliness. The advice most often given, that 
to join a ‘* movement,"’ is perhaps the least 
satisfying. It is quite true that one cannot 
expect to receive enjoyment without giving 
enjoyment, and it is the lack of reciprocity 
among menfberg that renders many attempts 
along the proposed line ineffectual. 

On the other hand, it is equally certain 
that personality is a cultivated and not @ 
wild flower, and given the right atmosphere 
and attention will ‘‘ come up” wonderfully. 
There is one possible danger to the proposed 
club that should be recognized early. Any 
tendency to commit such a club to any 
‘‘ism’’ will inevitably destroy it.

Prof. Leonard Says Uniohs Have 
Learned Them from Capitalists.

I have been much Interested to read Mr. 
Rockefeller’s attitude with reference to the 
Colorado strike situation. His fair words 
on the rights of men with regard to their 
joining in voluntary associations fer their 
own interests seems a little wide of the 
fact, In their Idaho mines a card must be 
signed by all applicants on which they must 
state whether they belong to a union or not. 
Ne union man is employed. What chance 
has a workmah, dependent on his wage 
alone, in bargaining for a waze and work- 
ing conditions against a company having 
abundant financial backing? A lone work- 
man must simply take the crumbs thrown 
from the rich man’s table. Rockefeller 
wants te play the game with loaded dice 
at all stages. Men of wealth organize com- 
panies to exploit the natural reseurces of 
the country and the labor resources as well. 
It is not a fair game unless the workers in 
any industry are so organized that they can 
present a solid front against an array of 
wealth, and then ask for a fair division of 
the income which their labor has assisted 
in producing. 

Likewise, Mr. Rockefeller seems to for- 
get that he and his kind have been most 
excellent teachers to the union forces. In 
the oil and steel business industrial history 
tells of the methods used by industrial com- 
binations in these branches to crush com- 
petitors—methods that surely did not give 
free. conditions of business or show fair 
play. If they had the right to put competi- 
tors out of business by fair means or foul, 


haven't the union men a right to feel that- 


they can put out their competitors, the non- 
unionists, by the same methods? It is sim- 
ply a case of the rule working both ways, 
but when it runs contrary to the interests 
of those starting the game, they want to 
change the rules and appeal to the umpire, 
Uncle Sam in this case, to forfeit the game 
in their favor.

‘perhaps does not know, that ‘before the in- 
troduction of vaccination nine-tenths of all 
deaths from smallpox were‘ those of children 
under 10 years ef age. He does not mention 
the epidemic of smallpex that spread over 
Europe in 1870-71, and that proved so con- 
clusively the value of revaccination. 

I wish Mr. Higgins would tell us by what 
scientific right or authority he takes the lib- 
erty to assume that at least 4 per cent: of 
the deaths from the suppurative diseases 
mentioned by him are due to vaccination, I 
-do not deny that infection of - vaccination 
wounds does occur, The same is true, how- 
ever, of every scratch, cut, or open wound. 
With proper care and cleanliness, all possi- 
ble infection may be avoided. 

Mr. Higgins and his co-workers, who are 
so desirous of notoriety, might as well pur- 
chase a number of machine guns, place 
them at the important thoroughfares of the 
city, and set them going at the passing 
throngs. Even then, the horrible result would 
not be comparable to the destruction of hu- 
man life that would be brought about by 
the abolition of the practice of vaccination.

ABUSING THE PARKS. 


They Should Not Be Employed for 
Political Meetings. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Certain misuses of public’ places have been 
tolerated so long that they have become es- 
tablished customs the reform of which is 
probably impracticable. Others are now in 
the first stage of toleration, in which they 
can be prevented from becoming established 
customs. One such is the holding of political 
meetings in public parks. 

Last year Commissioner Stover issued per- 
mits for holding political meetings in sixteen 
public parks on Sept. 20. So far as my offi- 
cial information goes, Central Park was not 
included. On May 2, according to the néws- 
papers, political meetings were held in Cen- 
tral Park and other public parks. The ob- 
ject of these meetings was not recreation, but 
political propaganda... It does not matter 
what the creed was, the fact that such meet- 
ings were held shows that all the People do 
not believe it, and the use of a public park, 
owned by and dedicated to the use of all 
the people of all kinds of political views, 
for the promotion of the views of a particular 
party or sect is an abuse of the rights of the 
others and a perversion of the park to a use 
for which it wags not created. The taxpayers 
of New York did not supply the money for 
the public parks for the purpose of creating 
political or religious meeting places. The 
meetings of May 2 did not result in riots, as 
did meetings in other public Places a few 
days before, but the violation of principle was 
as great.

@ certain private business concern, under.the 
guise of charity, to give itself Publicity by 
projecting upon two stereopticon screens, be- 
tween announcements of free food for the 
poor, advertisements of itself, 

How long will public patience be tried by 
these abuses?

THE ENGLISH STARLING. 


A Meat-Eating Bird That Destroys 
Harmful Pests. 


To the Editor of. The New York Times: 

It. may interest others of your readers, 
besides Mr. Worth, to know that the English 
startling is essentially a meat-eating bird, and 
invaluable for - destroying cutworms, wire- 
worms, caterpillars, &c, Any one who wishes 
to be saved the labor of hunting and destroy- 
ing these pests can do no beter than encour~ 
age the starling. 

During the past severe Winter I had strik- 
ing proof ef the dislike these birds have to 
raw grain. Our only birds here were spar- 
rows and starlings, and when show came and 
severe frost I tried to feed them, principally 
on dry rolled wheat and rolled oats, which 
did not easily congeal even when the snow 
drifted. My window ledges were crowded 
constantly with hundreds of sparrows, but 
never once did the starlings touch this grain. 
When I was able to put out fat, bones, and 
meat scraps the starlings fei. 

After the last and most severe blizzard— 
when I found many dead birds of both spe- 
cies—the starlings would sometimes peck at 
@ slice of bread, and this in company with 
the sparrows whom they generally fight off, 
sheer starvation having driven them to com- 
promise. ~ 

Toe many people destroy the best helps to 
gardeners, such as harmless gnakes, toads, 
and birds. Some birds certainly will eat of 
the ripe fruit, but why should we grudge 
them the little they take when without them 
we should have so much less, and that of a 
poorer quality? BH. 8. FISK.

tice of assessment of the income tax, 
which moves me to make a few trite re- 
marks. This is the date of efficiency, 
economy, and effort. I believe that the 
Federal Government has had for some 
time a special Committee on Effictency, 
with some highly paid experts in charge. 
The blank as it reaches me is rather an 
eloquent illustration of how much more 
remains to be done. Let me enumerate 
serlatim the many sins of omission and 
commission which this one little blank 
contains. To begin with, I notice this 
heading, ‘‘ Notice of Assessment of Spe- 
cial Excise and Income Tax.”’ Though the 
revenue from either of these two forms 
of taxation is very large, and would 
justify at least the printing of a special 
little blank, for some reason or other only 
one blank is prepared for both purposes, 


with the following: results. The blank 
reads: 


You are hereby notified that a (Special 
Excise Tax) (Income Tax) under the pro- 
visions of the section (88 of the Act of 
Aug. 5, 1909) (2 of the Act of Oct. 3, 19138) 
amounting to, &c. 

To fit the case some clerk, getting per- 
haps $100 a month, is required to strike 
the two places which do not fit the case. 
Assuming that there are one-half a 
million people subject to the income tax, 
it means that all the blanks had to. be 

gone over and at least one million strokes 
of the pen used to correct the ‘blank. 
How much cheaper would it have been 
to print a separate blank for the income 
tax? 

A rubber stamp on the face of the 
blank reads, “ Carefully note instruc- 
tions on the back of this notice.’’ I as- 
sume that that rubber stamp was not 
meant particularly for me. Why was 
not this admonition printed on the orig- 
inal blank? Another 500,000 unnecessary 
motions. 

My notice hails from the Albany dis- 
trict, to be specific, the Fourteenth Dis- 
trict of New York, located at Albany. The 
words ‘‘ District of’ is printed, but the 
**14th,”” “‘ New York,’’ and “ Albany ” 
are rubber-stamped. One would think 
that if it was not worth while’ to print 
a special blank for each large. tax dis- 
trict, which could have been done at a 
very small additional cost, at least some- 
body should have had sense enough to 
order one stamp, valueqd at 20 cents, 
reading ‘“‘ Fourteenth District of New 
York at Albany,’’ instead of which those 
words are applied by independent mo- 
tions—result, two extra efforts for each 
blank, or another 1,000,000 efforts for the 
country at large. 

I could go on with similar criticisms 
ad infinitum. Suffice it to say that the 
blank (calling for a very small amount, I 
assure you) bears the imprint of at least 
ten rubber stamps, most of. which could 
be provided for in the blank itself, or at 
least combined into two or three. Fig- 
uring at a waste of some eight impres- 
sions, or 4,000,000 for the whole country, 
how much did those 8,000,000 impres-, 
Sions cost? Here is a problem for a 
bright school graduate. I figure that 
at least three motions are necessary to 
put the imprint on one blank. The 
problem is how to determine the cost of 
about 12,000,000 independent motions. 
Seriously speaking, few clerks working 
incessantly for a whole day would be 
able to stamp more than 38,000 or 4,000 
blanks, which would mean that the 4,- 
000,000 imprints require about 1,000 days 
of work. On an average of 250 working 
days per annum it would cost the annual 
salary of four clerks. At the rate of 
some $1,200 a year for the average Gov- 
ernment employe, there is a waste of 
$4,800, which a little thoughtfulness 
might prevent. 

Perhaps I might add that though open- 
faced envelopes are being used by a 
great’ many corporations, the Internal 
Revenue Office has not availed itself 
of them, so that to-the waste must be 
added the addressing of 500,000 en- 
velopes. I. M. R.

IN AMERICA AND EUROPE 





In any summary of the matters 
which the business and financial com- 
munities were called upon to consider 
last week, it is entirely reasonable 
to give first place to the further 
evidence which came. to hand that 
the agricultural outlook this year is 
one of exceptional promise. No other 
one factor enters so intimately into 
so many of the activities which con- 
tribute to national prosperity as do 
the crops. Bountiful crops strengthen 
the economic situation at its founda- 
tion and their influence is felt in 
every industry. The railroads have 
much at stake in the results of a 
season’s farming, and so too have all 
other commercial undertakings from 
the great manufacturing .establish- 
ménts down to the retail store which 
supplies the day to day needs of the 
population. These elementary facts 
are particularly worth emphasizing 
in connection with a crop outlook 
which is as brilliant as that which 
is now presented, 


- The Government report issued. last 
Thursday showed actual improvement 
in condition during April and indi- 
cated, to mention only the chief crop 
with which this report dealt, a yield 
of 630,000,000 bushels of Winter 
wheat... Last year’s crop of this 
cereal set a new high record, but it 
reached only 523,000,000 bushels, It 
would take very adverse conditions in- 
deed to keep this year’s Winter wheat 
yield below that of 1913. And what 
is true of the conditions which have 
brought the Winter wheat crop to 
this’ high promise seems in general 
to be true of the conditions surround- 
ing the other crops already in the 
ground, and the planting of those 
which are still altogether in the 
future. It is of course necessary to 
make prudent reservation against the 
appearance of less favorable condi- 
tions later in the season, but so favor- 
able a beginning as has already been 
made carries at least a fair inference 
of highly satisfactory harvests. With 
much confidence it may be said that 
if the agricultural season ends as it 
has begun impetus will be given to 
trade which it will take very serious 
adverse developments to .counteract. 


There are many things which are 
likely to distract attention from the 
crops, but the fundamental impor- 
tance of unusually bountiful harvests, 
so long as these continue to be prom- 
ised as they are now, must not be 
neglected by any one who attempts 
to take a look forward with a view 
to forming some opinion as to what 
is to be expected of business later in 
the year. Indeed, the effect of the 
good crops cannot be entirely offset, 
although their influence for good in 
the business world can very plainly 
be retarded or accelerated by other 
factors. One of these factors, and 
one of large moment, consists in the 
attitude which Government main- 
tains toward business in all those mat- 
ters in which the two come into direct 
eontact. There was less thought last 
week than there had been the week 
before that the Mexican situation 
would check the: Administration’s pro- 
gramme in respect to corporation 
legislation. It was believed, however, 
that some evidence was being afford- 
ed that the need of sympathetic treat- 
ment of the Government’s dealings 
with business was coming to be more 
appreciated at Washington. ‘ 

The President’s appointments to the 
Federal Reserve Board were pointed 
out as affording proof of such a 
change. The selections which the 
President made for these important 
posts were highly commended in the 
financial community and were accept- 
ed as giving promise not only of a 
businesslike handling of the work 
committed to the Federal Reserve 
Board, but also of a handling of other 
situations in a way which will simi- 
larly commend itself to business men. 
There can be no doubt that the Presi- 
dent’s choice of men for the Federal 
Reserve Board did away with a good 
deal of concern which had been felt 
lest this important body would be so 
constituted as to increase the antag- 
onism between Government and busi- 
ness. The task which lies before 
this board is one of vast importance, 
not only to the banking community 
but to the business community at 
large. Through the new system the 
way is to be opened to increased op- 
portunities for the financing of trade 
undertakings. As the system devel- 
ops the business man in the United 
States will have better banking tools 
at his service than ever before. No 
small contribution: therefore has been 
made to the welfare of business by the 
selection of men of the stamp of those 
whom the President has picked out 
for this work. 

These are matters whose influence 
for good will be exerted far into the 
future, and they cannot, of course, 
immediately overcome such adverse 
factors as are immediately present. A 
number of contributions were made 
last week to the record of slackened 
trade, which finds reflection in such 
statistics as the increased idle car 
figures, the increase in the stocks of 
copper in thé hands of consumers, 
which is the more significant because 
ef the accompanying decline in do- 
mestic deliveries; the decrease in the 
unfilled orders of the United States 
Steel Corporation, which are now at 
the lowest figute reached since the end 
of November, 1911, and the continued 
decline in railroad gross earnings. 
Bank clearings at the moment are 
making a more favorable record than 
other statistics bearing on the volume 
of trade, but count has to be taken, of 
course, of the fact that in this month 
last year bank clearings showed a de- 
crease compared with the previous 
year of very close to 5 per cent. That 
is considerably more than the esti- 
mated increase in bank clearings last 
week. It can hardly be sald, there- 
fore, that any evidence is afforded that 
a change in the course.of trade has 








yet come about, At the same time, 


factors which promise enlarged trade 
and increased prosperity are gradually 
becoming more clearly defined in the 
estimation of the financial community. 


Toward the close of last week much 
attention was directed to the affairs of 
the Missouri Pacific, which has im- 
portant fipancing to do before the 
close of this month, to provide for its 
maturing note issue. It was believed 
after an announcement made late on 
Friday that probably some temporary 
expedient would be resorted to to pro- 
vide for this obligation, but the nego- 
tiations between Mr. Gould: and his 
associates on one side and Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. on the other, looking to the 
formulation of a comprehensive 
scheme of financing for this property, 
were resumed on Saturday. The very 
fact that the matter was again taken 
up with these bankers after the nego- 
tiations seemed to have been definite- 
ly broken off led to the belief that Mr. 
Gould and his associates had reopened 
negotiations under conditions which 
were likely to assure their successful 
issue. The importance which Wall 
Street would attach to a favorable out- 
come of these negotiations finds its 
explanation in the belief that the adop- 
tion of a thoroughgoing financial plan 
for the Missouri Pacific would favor- 
ably affect several other important re- 
lated railroad properties. Uncertainty 
over the plans which the Missouri Pa- 
cific management might adopt in con- 
nection with the road’s maturing obli- 
gations has been something of a dis- 
turbing element. The ending of this 
uncertainty by the formulation of a 
far-reaching financial plan for the 
Missouri Pacific and its allied proper- 
ties under new auspices would be re- 
garded as a favorable influence, not 
only in respect to the properties direct- 


ly concerned but in the financial situa- |’ 


tion as a whole. 


A PANICKY WEEK IN PARIS. 


Heavy Bank Failure and Other De- 
pressing Features Cause Uneasiness. 
Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES 

PARIS, May 10.—The opening of the 
Bourse last week was shaky, owing to 
the failure of efforts to rescue the 
Banque Neufville et Cie from its un+ 
fortunate position. 

On Tuesday the stock of the Butte 
and Superior gained 15 francs on news 
of its successful defense of the suit 
brought by the Mineral Separation, 
Limited. Thursday’s: session was the 
worst so far this month, with con- 
tinued pressure from local sources and 
heavy selling by London, apparently 
caused by the unsatisfactory statement 
of the Bank of England. The hesita- 
tion of Wall Street was also an ad- 
verse influence. Friday the Imperial 
Ottoman Bank and the Banque de 
Paris et les Pays Bas intervened and 
noisily distributed buying orders for 
rentes and Ottoman funds, thus assist- 
ing other departments. Despite the 
public’s irresponsiveness, these banks 
continued to support the market yes- 
terday. This was thought to justify 
the belief that the French loan was 
imminent, notwithstanding official de- 
nials. 

Brazilians were depressed and cop- 
per shares suffered as a result of the 
increased stocks of that metal. Rio 
Tintos lost 50 francs. Russian petro- 
leum shares were adversely affected 
by the announcement that the Rus- 
sian Government had decided to ex- 
ploit directly State-owned wells. Con- 
sidering the indigo blue tint of rafl- 
way news from New York, the Amer- 
ican department was remarkably 
strong, excepting only Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago & St. Louis. 

The discount rate was unchanged. 
Accommodation was liberal. 


DEPRESSION IN LONDON. 


Demands for Gold and High Dis- 
count Rate Make Markets Lifeless. 
Special Cable te THE NEW YORK TIMES. 


LONDON, May 10.—The end of the | May 


week found the City depressed and 
nervous. The deadlocks in Mexico and 
in Ulster still exercised an adverse in- 
fluence, which resulted in lifeless 
markets and falling prices. 

Much importance was attached to 
the wéak position in which the Bank 
of England found itself, due to the 
continuous demand for gold for the 
Continent. This caused a sharp rise 
in the discount rate, to 2%. Money 
was also far from abundant, and bill 
brokers were obliged to borrow from 
the Bank for their requirements. 

This depression in the money mar- 
ket affected particylarly Argentine 
rails, which were further depressed 
owing to bad traffic returns, as well as 
home rails and consols, but Kaffirs 
héld firm. Speculation in ofl shares 
was persistent, but did not reach large 
proportions. 

The market for Americans was 
wholly under the influence of the 
Mexican situation. The new Lake 
Shore notes commanded \% per cent. 
premium. 

Much relief will be felt if the next 
Stock Exchange settlement day goes 
by without trouble. Until then, and

In the. modified site, as now proposed, 
it was pointed out yesterday, the quiet 
which is one of the matters enjoined on 
the city in the provision of a new Court 
House is safely acquired. By leaving 
up a row of buildings between the Court 
House and the elevated railway, the 
noise of the trains will be practically 
deadened, and it is, moreover, expected 
that before long the present tenement 





houses will be replaced by office build- 
ings of a type worthy of the Court 
House park on which they will face. 

One of Mr. McAneny’s objects in plan- 
ning the boulevard to the Manhattan 
Bridge is to complete a new direct thor- 
oughfare for traffic on the east side. 
At present there are no streets which 
can be easily followed from uptown to 
the City Hall on the east of Broadway, 
but several changes in the city an 
have been made or proposed: of late, 
which will alter entirely this condition 
of affairs. 

In the first place the New York Cen- 
tral has just about completed its great 
improvement north of Forty-second 
Street. Then the viaduct across Forty- 
second Street is to be constructed just 
as soon as the Public Service Commis- 
sion has finished its plar:s at that point 
for the new subways. 

Then it is certain that before long 
some change will be made at Park Ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth Street to remove 
the present obstruction to traffic. This 
will enable automobiles to come from 
far uptown down Park Avenue, Fourth 
Avenue, and the Bowery to the Man- 
hattan Bridge, and, if the new thor- 
oughfare be cut through to the Mu- 
nicipal Building, they will be able to 
continue their way to City Hall Park 
and Broadway.

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DAMROSCH TALKS OF 
“MUSIC IN FRANCE 


Small Public:in Paris for Sym- 
pnony Concerts, Says the 


bi Noted Conductor. 


BUT PLAYING IS EXCELLENT 


New York Orchestra Leader, Back 
from Three Weeks’ Visit, Deeply 
Pleased Over Flagler Subsidy. 


Walter Damrosch, conductor of the 
New York Symphony Orchestra, who 
returned home last week after three 
weeks spent in Paris, discussed yester- 
day for THE Times the musical condi- 
tions existing in tne French capital. 

“During the three weeks I spent 
there,” he said, ‘there were only two 
permanent orchestras giving concerts, 
the Colonne, under Gabriel Pierne, and 


the Monteux. In Paris there are no 
substantial orchestras, such as exist in 
this country. I had a long talk with 
Pierne and he enlightened me a good 
deal as to the conditions prevailing in 
France with regard to music. He told 
me the only subsidy of any sort that an 
orchestral organization receives is 15,000 
francs ($3,000) a year, and this carries 
with it the condition chat the orchestra 
must devote three hours to the perform- 
ance of works by French. composers 
which have not been heard before. 

“The resuit of Soles 2 such works on 
the programme, he told me, is_not a 
fhappy. one, for as soon as a new French 
composition is announced the Parisians 
close up their pocketbooks tight and will 
mot buy seats. They do not want to 
hear experiments, but only the standard 
works. In other words, it is the same 
condition which prevails everywhere 
with regard to new music. 

‘““Another feature is that the orches- 
tras are controlled by the players who 
compose it, and they exert a consider- 
able influence on the conductor with 
regard to the programmes, the soloists 
to be engaged, and the orchestral mem- 
ber& occasionally required to supple- 
ment their own number. 

“The French orchestras are excellent, 
barring the presence of certain national 
characteristics not sympathetic to us. 
The wood-wind instruments are, of 
course, superb. The strings are also 
very good, but when it comes to the 
brass section, og aes A of tone and deep 
sonorousness are lacking. 


No Prejudice Exists Here. 


‘“‘“That illustrates why American or- 
chestras compare so favorably with 
those of other countries. We have no 
feeling against employing in our bands 
men of any nationality. In the New 
York Symphony Orchestra, for instance, 


I have thirteen different nationalities 
represented. But for patriotic reasons 
a German or French conductor would 
mot dare to hire other than his own 
countrymen. The school of German 
oboists is particularly unsatisfactory, 
yet this important place in the orches- 
tras of Germany is not filled from 
France, which leads the world in the 
instrument. 

“The public for symphonic music is 
very small in Paris, and outside of 
Paris there are no symphony orches- 
tras, as far as I know. Pierne told me 
that he had given twenty-seven sym- 
phonic concerts, and he regarded that 
@s large. Yet I myself last season di- 
rected at least a hundred. 

“T told him of how I had _ presented 
his oratorio, ‘Les enfants_de Bethle- 
hem,’ (‘The Children of Bethlehem,’) 
with scenery and costumes at festival 
concerts with great success, and urged 
that he should do the same in Paris. In 
answer he told me that although he had 
eonducted his choral works in Germany 
more than thirty times, he could-not 

ive them in Paris at all. He explained 

t there was only one choral body, 
the professional union, and that its 
Price was so high that, with the small 
mterest in choral -and instrumental 
-music, he could not afford to try the 
, “experiment. Think of that, a composer 
who is recognized abroad as a really 
eat one, not being able to give his 
wn works in his own country! 

“Yet in spite of this condition Paris 
is full of composers who devote them- 
selves to the symphonic forms. Among 
this group can be mentioned Roger 
Ducasse, Paul Dukas, Georges Hnesco, 
Florent Schmitt, Debussy, Ravel, Rous- 
sel, and Casadella. ; 

*“*I venture to say you could not dupli- 
cate this list in any other city’ for com- 
posers of worth and interest. They all 
recognize the impoverished condition of 
the field they are working, and that 
they cannot expect much encourage- 
ment of a material nature. Yet they 
stay there. I suppose that demonstrates 
that Paris is still the place whose charm 
and atmosphere furnish the inspiration 
for artists. 


High Technical Excellence. 


“In spite of the fact that none of the 
French orchestras begins to give the 
mumber of concerts ours do, the indi- 
vidual players maintain a high technical 
excellence. That is because of the high 
Standard still maintained by the Con- 
servatoire in its teaching.. As far as the 
dramatic stage goes, audiences are fur- 
nished which cannot be excelled any- 
where, I suppose, for appreciative under- 
standing of good acting and tasteful 
diction. That the audiences for instru- 
mental music cannot be as enthusi- 
Setically praised is an unfortunate con- 

on.”’ 


Mr. Damrosch referred to the offer of 
H. Harkness Flagler to defray in future 
all the expenses of the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra and set aside a fund as 
@ perpetual guarantee. 

** This is the first time,’’ he said, ‘‘ I 
have had an opportunity to say anything 
about this gift for publication, since it 
Was announced the day before I left 
for Europe. This gift is unique in mu- 
sical history. It has lifted’ such a load 
from- my shoulders that I ‘can hardly 
believe I am not dreaming. At the be- 
ginning I had to carry on the work of 
maintaining the orchestra unaided. To 
secure money enough to keep the men 
together, we had to give long Summer 
Seasons in Chicago and Philadelphia, 
after our season here, and the strain 
would in the end have done for me. 
Then we got a subsidy, which extended 
at first only to the first players of each 
instrument. At last some thirty ladies 
and gentlemen helped us. When the 
Symphony Society decided to maintain 
a $50,000 fund it was a great step in 
advance, but it still was a matter of 
providing only for terms of two or-three 

ears. Now Mr. Flagler has under- 

ken the whole responsibility, not mere- 
y for a few years, but: in perpetuity. 

or it means that hereafter I may de- 
vote my undivided energies t6 the art- 
istic side, and serve my musical coun- 
trymen to the fullest extent of any 
knowledge or talents I may possess.” 

Mr. Damrosch was asked what Paris 
thought of our troubles with Mexico.

As 
for the Frenchmen, they care absolute- 
ly nothing about it, one way or the 
other.

So that, if New Yorkers have 
been thinking that France was excited 
about Mexico, they have been making a 
mistake. 

“It seems to me that with a man of 
80 high a purpose, such undoubted in-

NEW HUMPERDINCK OPERA. 


Cologne Audience Cheers the Com- 
poser of “ Die Marketenderin.” 
Special Cable to Toe NEw YORE Timms. 

COLOGNE, May 10.—At to-night’s 
premiére of ‘“ Die Marketenderin,” 
(The Vivandiére,) an extremely friend- 
ly reception was accorded to the com- 
poser, Engelbert Humperdinck, and 
the librettist, Robert Misch, who were 
repeatedly called before the curtain. 

The piece has as a historical pack- 
ground Bliicher’s crossing of the Rhine 
in 1813. As a comedy it is rather in- 
sipid and commonplace. The title 


“opera” is hardly justified, the piece 
having more of a vaudeville character.

The music is pleasing, but without 
distinction, though’ the opera is ex- 
ceedingly well orchestrated.

MAKE OF TENNIS BALL. 


British Authorities Will Authorize 
Only Those Meeting Requirements. 


It is announced in the recent issue of 
the official journal that the Council of 
the British Lawn Tennis Association 
proposes annually -to authorize such 
makes of balls as they are satisfied are 
suitable for use at -open meetings, 
matches, or other competitions. The 
Field, in commenting on this action, 
says: 

‘“‘Manufacturers desirous of having 
their balls authorized are now invited 
to make rg. eg to the Secretary of 
the Lawn Tennis Association, ‘ annex- 
ing to such application a list of tourna- 
ments, matches, or other competitions at 
which their. make of ball.has been used 
during the. last two or three years.’ 
Both in the interests of players and 
manufacturers this decision may be 
welcomed. It means, we assume, that 
the governing body of the game will 
officially recognize those makes of ball 
which answer their requirements in re- 
gard to size, weight, and resiliency, and 
which have been proved by use in first- 
class match play to possess adequate 
durability. 

“The number of makers thus author- 
ized will not be definitely limited, 
though it must necessarily be restricted 
to the leading manufacturérs. Having 
given the hallmark of their authority 
to these makers, they will give liberty of 
action to tournament and club commit- 
tees to choose the ball which they may 
deem the best among those officially 
sanctioned. In this respect the All Eng- 
land Club, which manages the cham- 
pionship meeting, will be on the same 
footing as other clubs. This system of 
selected recognition has been in vogue 
in America for some years. While al- 
lowing every manufacturer whose ball 
is approved to advertise the fact, it 
earefully avoids the association of the 
governing body with any _ particular 
make. Players, and especially private 
purchasers, will recognize in the coun- 
cil’s action a desire to stimulate healthy 
competition, from which .some_reduc- 
tion in the present price of balls may 
probably result.’’ 


TRY TO WRECK EXPRESS. 


Engine Plows Into Steel Rails 
Heaped on'New Haven Track. 


WINDSOR LOCKS, Conn., May 10.— 
An attempt was made early to-day to 
wreck the New York-bound ‘‘ Owl”’ ex- 
press from Boston on the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad by 
placing a quantity of steel rails on the 
track. The engineer saw the obstruc- 
tion, but before the heavy engine could 
be brought to a stop it had plowed half 
way through the pile. Railroad men 
said that if the engine had been lighter 
it is probable that the train would have 
been derailed into the canal which runs 
parallel to the tracks.
